2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to show or suggest an apparatus for placing pipe piling in the ground 
comprising in combination the rotary drive head assembly in which the pipe piling is 
rotated and screwed into the ground, and the clamping apparatus including a pair of 
horizontally disposed linear actuators and pair of pipe piling engaging clamps. The 
closest prior art includes Japanese reference '222 and Suver '295. Japanese reference 
discloses a rotary type pile driving device; however, Japanese '222 does not disclose 
any type of clamping device for engaging the pipe piling. Suver discloses a vibratory 
driver for pipe piling including a clamping device; however, it would have not been 
obvious to replace the vibratory driver with a rotary type driver such as Japanese '222. 
Furthermore, Japanese '222 is silent to the provision of a drive head which is connected 
to the output shaft and wherein the drive head is drivenly connectable to the upper end 
portion of the piling.
